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U.S. Hammers

PARIS (AP) - Ambassador 


David K. E. Bruce hammered 
at the prisoner of war issue at 
the Paris peace talks today and 
challenged 
the 
Vietnamese 


Communist delegates to prove 
their claims that prisoners are 
being humanely treated. 


Addressing the 93rd plenary 


session of the conference, Bruce 
called for impartial inspection 
of prisoner of war camps, say- 
ing that failure to allow such in- 
spection "has raised grave sus- 
picions 
about the treatment 


these men receive. 


"It is only understandable to 


conclude that you indeed have 
something 
to hide—that your 


claims of humanitarian treat- 
ment are open to the most seri- 
ous question," Bruce told the 
Viet 
Cong and 
North 
Viet- 


namese delegates. 


Earlier, Communist delegates 


wrote off as propaganda expres- 
sions of U.S. concern over pris- 
oners of war. They charged that 
the United States is pressing the 
issue now to cover recent air 
raids and reconnaissance over 
North Vietnam, which they say 
are violations of American en- 
gagements. 


Bruce recalled the November 


raid on North Vietnam, terming 
it "limited-duration protective 
reaction air strikes against mis- 
sile and anti aircraft gun sites 
and related facilities." He add- 
ed 
that 
"contrary 
to your 


claims, no U.S. planes were shot 
down." Hanoi reported that five 
planes and a helicopter were 
lost. 


Bruce again pleaded for ser- 


ious talks, saying "after almost 
two years of the Paris meeting 
no productive negotiations what- 
soever. The weekly talks, de- 
layed a week by a Communist 
boycott because of the air raids 
on the North, opened with a 
Viet Cong assertion that the 
raids were "an insolent chal- 
lenge to the Vietnamese people 
and world opinion. 


Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, head 


of the Viet Cong delegation, said 
the American raids Nov. 21 and 
22 and a single plane attack last 
Monday were "extremely seri- 
ous acts of war."

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Strange Twist Kiwanis Club Speaker

WS ANGELES (AP) — The 


Sharon Tate murder trial has 
developed two more strange 
twists—the mysterious disap- 
pearance of a defense attorney 
and the sadden reappearance of 
a missing member of Charles 
Manson's hippie style family to 
surrender on charges in a sep- 
arate slaying. 


The attorney, portly, bearded 


Ronald Hughes, 35, is the object 
of a sheriff's helicopter and 
ground search in wilderness 130 
miles north of Los Angeles. A 
friend, Larry Dyer, said he be- 
lieved Hughes was marooned 
there on a weekend outing by 
mudslides caused by torrential 
rain. 


The fugitive family member, 


barefoot, bearded Bruce Davis, 
27, made a dramatic street-cor- 
ner 
surrender 
Wednesday 


amidst a crowd of newsmen and 
giggling girl followers of Man- 
son. He had been sought for 
nine months on murder charges 
in the slaying of musician Gary 
Hinman. His arraignment was 
ordered today. 


Asked what relation his sur- 


render might have to Manson's 
trial, Davis said, "He would do 
it for me." When asked to elabo- 
rate, he shrugged and said, 
"They want 
to kill 
bodies. 


They're putting murder charges 
on everybody." 


Refuses fo 
Testify, 
Cose Slowed 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 


By refusing to testify even to 
being in Lt. William L. Calley 
Jr.'s platoon, a former rifleman 
has slowed the four-witness-a- 
day pace of Galley's court-mar- 
tial. 


The trial judge, obviously net- 


tled, was to rule today what 
should be done with the reluc- 
tant witness, now a civilian. The 
judge told newsmen a contempt 
citation was a possibility. 


"I wish to take my rights un- 


der the Constitution," said Alan 
Boyce, 22, of Bradley Beach, 
N.J., when asked Wednesday 
the routine opening question of 
whether he had been in Viet- 
nam. 


"You are directed to answer 


the question," said Judge Reid 
W. Kennedy. "Were you in Viet- 
nam?" 


"Yes," Boyce said finally. 
It was the last time he re- 


sponded to any question about 
Vietnam and what happened at 
My Lai on March 16, 1968. Cal- 
ley is being tried on charges of 
murdering 102 Vietnamese civil- 
ians in the village that day.

Claims Stores 
Failed t o 
Pass an Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - One 


of President Nixon's top farm 
economists is doing some ham- 
boning—not jawboning—on be- 
half of hard-pressed farmers by 
charging retail stores have not 
passed along cuts in hog prices 
to consumers who buy chops, 
roasts and sausage. 


Don Paarlberg, director of 


economics for the Agriculture 
Department, says middlemen 
actually increased their price 
margins between what farmers 
get and consumers pay while 
hog prices took some of the 
sharpest tumbles on record. 


"This perverse pricing policy 


results from the laggard man- 
ner in which the food trade ad- 
justs its selling prices," Paarl- 
berg told newsmen Wednesday. 


Paarlberg said he had urged 


the National Association of Food 
Chains to take the lead in reduc- 
ing retail pork prices and pro- 
moting pork more to help con- 
sumers as well as farmers. 


But, Paarlberg said, this pro- 


posal was rejected by the trade. 


A spokesman for the associa- 


tion acknowledged the farm-re- 
tail price spread had widened 
during the year but said store 
prices slackened recently. 


Paarlberg, asked if his state- 


ments were part of Nixon's "in- 
flation alert" strategy, said the 
White House had not been in- 
formed in advance of his action.

Trades, Drugs 
Top Topics 
in Baseball

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Con- 


cern over possible drug abuse 
by major league players and 
late-season trading ploys by 
major league clubs overshad- 
owed the normal course of busi- 
ness today at baseball's winter 
meetings.

We can't get e n t h u s e d 


about South's jump to six 
d i a m o n d s , but there was 
nothing wrong with the final 
contract. On the other hand, 
there was a lot wrong with 
his play and he managed to 
find a way to go down. 


It wasn't too difficult for 


him. He simply played out a 
couple of trumps and then 
led a s p a d e to dummy's 
queen. East plunked the king 
on the queen and led a spade 
right back. South finessed 
the 10, but East produced 
the jack and South had lost 
two tricks. This was bad 
luck. If West had held the 
spade king or East the spade 
jack, South would have made 
his contract. 


Do you see what South 


should have done? He should 
have tried to set up dummy's 
hearts. That way, he might 
well have been able to dis- 
card two spades and make 
an overtrick. Let's see how 
things would have come out. 


At trick two, South would 


ruff a heart with a high 
trump. Then he would lead a 
t r u m p to dummy's nine. 
Both opponents would follow 
and South would be home 
free in spite of the 5-1 heart 
break. He would ruff another 
heart and enter dummy with 
the jack of trumps. Then a 
third heart ruff, followed by 
a club to dummy's ace. One 
more heart ruff would pick 
up West's last heart and 
leave one heart in dummy. 
South would get to dummy 
by ruffing his queen of clubs 
and he would be able to dis- 
card one of his s p a d e s , 
whereupon it wouldn't mat- 
ter what happened in that 
suit. 


S t r a n g e l y enough, this 


hand should really have been 
bid to s e v e n . All that is 
needed is either a 4-2 heart 
break and a 2-1 trump break, 
or a 3-3 heart break and any 
trump break.

Khrushchev 
Liked Ike, 
Article Says 


NEW YORK fAP) — The sec- 


ond installment of Nikita S. 
Khrushchev's - 
reminiscences 


says that if Gen. Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower hadn't let the Rus- 
sians take Berlin in 1945, the So- 
viet position in postwar Europe 
"might have turned out quite a 
bit worse." 


The installment published in 


the Dec. 4 issue of Life maga- 
zine says Stalin had a great re- 
spect for Eisenhower's "decen- 
cy, generosity and chivalry" 
and enjoyed a rapport with him 
that the Soviet dictator had with 
no other allied leader except 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 


"Stalin said that if it hadn't 


been 
for 
Eisenhower, 
we 


wouldn't have succeeded in cap- 
turing Berlin," the article says. 
"The Americans 
could have 


been there first. 
Eisenhower 


held his troops back and halted 
their offensive, thus allowing 
our troops to take Berlin. 


"If he hadn't done this, the 


question of Germany 
might 


have been decided differently, 
and our own position might 
have turned out quite a bit 
worse." 


As the German army was 


being crunched between the 
Americans and British on the 
west and the Soviets on the east, 
the article 
continues, 
"they 


moved west to surrender to the 
Americans. 
Stalin 
addressed 


himself to Eisenhower, saying 
that Soviet troops had shed their 
blood to crush the Germans and 
now the Germans were surren- 
dering to the Americans. 


"Eisenhower 
ordered 
the 


commander 
of the 
German 


army to surrender to the Rus- 
sians." 


Khrushchev said it was "diffi- 


cult to judge what the intentions 
of the Allies were toward the 
end of the war. I wouldn't ex- 
clude the possibility that their 
desire to postpone an assault on 
Hitler's Western Front was dic- 
tated by their desire to put a 
still greater 
burden on the 


shoulders of the Soviet Union 
and to bleed us even more ... 


"The Western Allies were cer- 


tainly not interested in strength- 
ening us. England and America, 
from their class positions, knew 
they had to help us to an extent, 
but they still wanted the Soviet 
Union to be considerably weak- 
er after the war so that they 
could dictate their will to us ... 


"Nevertheless, we must still 


give credit to the Allies for their 
contribution 
to the common 


cause ... Unfortunately our his- 
torical works about World War 
II have perpetrated an illusion. 
They have been written out of a 
false sense of pride and out of a 
fear to tell the truth about our 
allies' contribution—all because 
Stalin himself held an incorrect, 
unrealistic position. He knew 
the truth, but he admitted it 
only to himself in the toilet." 


The article speaks of Stalin in 


softer tones than the first one in 
the Nov. 27 edition of Life. In it 
Stalin was depicted as murderer 
of thousands who became unbal- 
anced during the war.

Dear D o c t o r—Would I 


have a tapeworm? After hav- 
ing dinner, I'm h u n g r y 
again. In about two hours, I 
have an empty feeling. 


Dear Reader—Not likely. 


Less than 10 per cent of indi- 
viduals with a tapeworm 
have an increased appetite. 


There are many reasons 


for increased hunger. The 
most c o m m o n cause is 
habit. To some extent, the 
more you eat, the more you 
want. Anxiety and boredom 
also contribute to the prob- 
lem. 


If a person is hungry in 


spite of eating more food and 
is not gaining weight or is 
a c t u a l l y losing weight, a 
medical c h e c k u p is indi- 
cated. Among the disorders 
that can cause this problem 
are an overactive thyroid 
gland and diabetes. Usually, 
there are other symptoms 
when these disorders cause 
increased eating without any 
weight gain. Tapeworms or 
any other kinds of worms is 
an unlikely possibility. 


Dear Doctor—Is fluori- 


dated water harmful for eld- 
erly people? Our city has 
voted to put it in our drink- 
ing water and we are op- 
posed but would like to know 
the truth about it.

the liver means scarring of 
the liver. The liver is usually 
damaged and it does not 
function normally. An X ray 
is often of little or no help in 
making the diagnosis. 


Sometimes the liver is en- 


larged and you doctor can 
feel that on examination. If 
the liver function is not nor- 
mal, there are other signs 
and also c h a n g e s in the 
blood that he can measure 
chemically. 


Scarring of the liver can 


occur after a variety of in- 
flammations of the liver, as 
well as from prolonged heart 
failure, improper diet, exces- 
sive use of alcohol and ex- 
posure to a number of toxic 
agents. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I had an 


operation recently for a ma- 
lignant tumor of the colon. 
Since the operation I heard 
that drinking too much black 
coffee will cause cancer. Is 
this true? 


Dear Reader—There is no 


evidence that coffee causes 
cancer. Coffee, colas and 
most drink stimulants do in- 
crease the acid in the stom- 
ach and increase the irrita- 
bility of the digestive tract. 
They should be used in mod- 
eration.

Months Before 
Mortgage Mkf. 
Working Again

NEW YORK (AP) — Interest 
rates throughout most of the 
business world are receding to- 
day like an ebbing flood tide but 
it will be months before the bad- 
ly damaged mortgage market 
can be put into working order.

g;iges are among the last to fall 
in any rale retreat. And the pat- 
tern never was more clear than 
now.

Some banks loans 
cost 7 per cent now compared 
with (5.5 a year ago.

EPA Designed 
fo Battle 
Pollution

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, a kind of federal gladiator in 
the war against pollution, was 
born today. 


Unique in both scope and po- 


tential muscle, EPA is mandat- 
ed to establish and enforce anti- 
pollution standards, administer 
financial grants and technical 
aid, conduct research, and help 
develop a national environmen- 
tal policy. 


That makes it the supreme 


federal pollution-fighter, and all 
the more so because it assem- 
bles under one roof existing an- 
tipollution programs formerly 
scattered 
among the Interior 


Department, 
Department 
of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
Department of Agriculture, and 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


EPA is the third new environ- 


ment-related agency established 
by President Nixon in 1970—and 
the fourth cornerstone to a fed- 
eral environment structure that 
greatly resembles the unfin- 
ished pyramid depicted on the 
back of a dollar bill. 


One corner of the pyramid is 


the Interior Department, which 
retains jurisdiction over federal 
land, and a number of mineral 
and water resources. 


The second corner is the 


Council on Environmental Qual- 
ity, a three-member panel of ad- 
visers to the president. 


The third is the 
National 


Oceanographic and Atmospher- 
ic Administration, a new branch 
of the Commerce Department 
established Oct. 3 to balance de- 
velopment with environmental 
safeguards in the oceans. 


EPA completes the reorgani- 


zation originally 
planned 
by 


Nixon, although further changes 
may be under consideration. 


Even as EPA became a legal 


reality, William D. Ruckels- 
haus, director of the Justice 
Department's civil law division, 
was still testifying before the 
Senate, which has yet to con- 
firm his nomination as director 
of EPA. 


But Ruckelshaus has beenjn- 


stalled at EPA's new offices in 
downtown Washington for al- 
most a month now, working out 
the 
necessary 
organizational 


transition. 


The new outfit, after all, must 


pull together some 5,800 em- 
ployes and budgets, which to- 
taled $1.4 billion in fiscal 1971. 


While Ruckelshaus will not re- 


veal details until he is sworn in 
—probably 
next 
week—EPA 


likely will be structured along 
traditional lines: 


—A segment for water pollu- 


tion, paralleling 
the Federal 


Water Quality Administration 
drawn from the Interior Depart- 
ment. 


—Segments on air pollution, 


and solid waste management 
from HEW. 


—Pesticide controls from the 


Agriculture Department. 


—And environmental 
radia- 


tion from HEW and the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 


The big question is just how 


forceful EPA will be in setting 
and enforcing standards of puri- 
ty for the nation's air and wa- 
ter. 


Kuckelshaus would like to 


achieve compliance by industry 
arid others with antipollution 
standards by gentle persuasion, 
if possible, but he says he 
k-arned, during his days in the 
Indiana state attorney general's 
office, that you may have to 
prosecute a few offenders be-

A relatively few critics of the

money into mortgages. 
With 


yields of 8 per cent or more 


available in corporate bonds, 
commercial banks hesitated to 
invest in mortgages which laws 
limited to yields of 7.5 per cent. 


Now, however, the returns on 


corporate bonds are becoming 
less attractive. Should yields 
fall to 7.25 per cent, large in- 
vestors might be more tempted 
to invest in mortgages. 


The flow of money into the 


mortgage market apparently al- 
ready has begun. The Federal 
Home Loa,n Bank Board report- 
ed that in October some $1.06 
billion was deposited with sav- 
ings and loan associations, a 
tremendous gain. 


A year earlier, by contrast, 


federally insured savings and 
loan associations experienced 
an outflow of $429 million. 


Another factor supporting the 


high cost of mortgages is the 
enormous demand from fami- 
lies that have been forced for 
several years to postpone their 
housing plans because loans 
were unobtainable. 


In fact, officials of the savings 


and loan industry, which is the 
major lender of housing funds, 
maintain that the average inter- 
est rate on mortgages .would 
have been much higher if the 
forces of supply-demand were 
the sole determinant. 


In other words, they say, the 


8.5 per cent rate is really artifi- 
cial or legislated. The hypotheti- 
cal demand rate is still higher 
than that, they say, and won't 
fall much below 8.5 per cent for 
months. 


There is little question that 


demand for housing is great, 
but sometime during the next 
year mortgage lenders might 
find that the ability of builders 
to meet demands rather than 
housing needs will determine 
the demand for their money.

million law suit by comedian 
Jerry Lewis over the sinking of 
his yacht Pussycat has been set- 
tled out of court. 


The boat, a 65-footer, went 


down off the coast of California 
soon after Lewis bought it four 
years ago. He and four others 
aboard swam to safety. 


Lewis filed his damage action 


against the firm which sold him 
the boat and two insurance com- 
panies. Terms of the settlement 
Monday were not disclosed.
